MINISTRY ISSUES DIRECTIVE ON USING DISCARDS, REJECTS 
Hanoi XAY DUNG in Vietnamese No 11, Nov 79 pp 30, 31 


| Directive of the Ministry of Building, issued 24 October 
1979; “Produce Consumer Goods From Discarded Materials and 
Rejects in the Building Industry" | 


[Text ] Implementing the resolution of the 
Sixth Plenum of the Party Central Committee 
(Fourth Session) on “Guidelines and Tasks 
for Expanding the Consumer Goods Industry 
and Local Industry," on 24 October 1979 the 
ministry issued Directive No 34 BXD/KTCB 
concerning producing consumer goods from 
discarded materials and rejects in the 
building industry. The complete directive 
is as follows: 


In the process of carrying out the tasks in the state plans, 
all worksites and enterprises will have discarded materials 

and rejects such as steel of verious types, cardboard, crate 
boards and many other types of materials. 


In recent years, a number of production installations have 
given attention to using discards and rejects. For example, 
Building Corporation 1 has organized things to purchase 
discards and rejects, gathered them in one place and used 
short pieces of round steel to make steel rod hoops, thin 
sheet metal to make washers and so on. The machine 
installation corporation has used discards and rejects to 
make a number of types of household consumer goods such as 
stove tripods, rust-proof steel knives and a number of 
types of agricultural support tools. The Bach Dang 
furniture enterprise has used discarded lumber to make 
furniture. A number of building corporations and building 
materials production enterprises have used rock and cinders 
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to make unfired bricks. But in general, the use of discards 
and rejects in order to produce consumer goods has not become 
a movement, the various echelons have not shown concern or 
provided guidance and there are no specific policies. Because 
of this, the effects are very limited; discards and rejects 
are still left scattered about here and there to rus’ 
gradually and much is lost. 


The resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the Party Central 
Committee (Fourth Session) on "Guidelines and Tasks (‘or 
Expanding the Consumer Goods Inecustry and Local Ind. .ry" 
has put forth guidelines for expanding [the production of | 
consumer goods and put forth policies for discards, rejects 
and products produced from discards and rejects. 


Our sector must thoroughly understand this resolution, turn 
the use of discards and rejecta at each production 
installation into a widespread movement and produce products 
to support the consumer needs of society, including the 
smallest things that can be produced. 


The ministry has directed that the viaits urgently expand 
the production of consumer goods by using discards and 
rejects in accord with the following guidelines: 


1, Because the situation concerning discards and rejects 

in the sector is usually unstable, the units must rely on 
their own specific situation concerning discards and rejects 
and on the existing labor situation in order to actively 
determine the types of goods that must be produced and aim 
at supporting the consumer needs of society. Each type of 
good must be studied and markets must be investigated without 
becoming too restricted in self-sufficiency. Even though 
goods are produced using discards and rejects, they must 
have good quality and beauty and provide good support for 
consumer needs; they must not be made in a slipshod way, 
which causes waste and bad practices in production, 





The use of discards and rejects can tend toward the 
following types of goods: 


Metal discards and rejects: Produce parts and tools for 
bicycles (such as pedals and brakes), agricultural 
Support implements (toothed harrows, grass rakes and so on), 
school and household articles (furniture, furniture frames, 
beds and so on), children's toys and so on. 

















[ Use ] particle board and uprights and scrap lumber to make tables and chairs 
for students, study corners for students, wooden articles for 
household use, children's toys and so on. 


Diseards in the production of building materials: Use waste 
rock to make unfired bricks, scrap marble to make art 
objects, rejected fiberboard to make table tops and chairs 
and so on. 


Use rejected concrete to make goods to support housing 
construction, 


Various types of discarded materials can be combined to 
produce products such as table legs using metal, table tops 
using wood and rock and so on. 


In particular, at many construction and installation 
worksites there is much discarded material from pieces of 
barbed steel of various sizes that must be used to produce 
ball bearings (from @ 18 on up) that are essential to the 
cement industry. The federation of enterprises that supply 
building meterials must be entrusted with the task of 
purchasing the ball bearings produced from barbed steel 

by the machine federation in order to sell them to the 
cement plants. 


2. Concerning Organizing and Implementing Things 





Each unit must organize a consumer goods production elenent 
of suitable size. The units can cooperate with each other 

in order to produce various types of goods that a single 
unit cannot perfect by itself. The organization of 
production must be flexible. A number of skilled and creative 
workers must be brought in to specialize in studying new 
types of goods that are in accord with the discards and 
rejects and there must be suitable ways to stimulate 

[the production of] valuable tynes of goods. 


Concerning labor: The necessary number of people must be 
employed in accord with the volume of production and, at 
the same time, the workers must be given work to do at 
home. The number of laborers producing consumer goods must 
be recorded in the different production worker notebooks of 
the enterprise. Wages must be taken from the money earned 
from selling the goods produced and things must be 
calculated in a suitable way so as to stimulate production 
and the use of discards and rejects. 











Concerning equipment: the units have permission to use their 
equipment capabilities that have never been fully used; 
equipment depreciation money will be calculated in accord 
with requlations currently in force. Besides this, the units 
can obtain or produce their own equipment or rent or buy 
the spare equipment of other units. 


Concerning materials: The discarded materials and rejects 
of the units must be used primarily. The purchase of discards 
and rejects must be carefully organized and there must be a 
number of people who do this full time. Units must give 
priority to using their own discards; materials that are 

not used can be sold to other units (as for barbed steel, 

it must be gathered together and sold to the federation of 
machine and construction enterprises). 


Depending on the specifications and the quality, the price 
of the discards can be set at 15 to 50 percent of the 
price of raw materials and good-quality goods. Mixing raw 
materials and qood-quality goods with discards and rejects 
is strictly pradhibited. The money from selling discards and 
rejects must be put into state funds. Things must be 
calculated in order to suitably compensate the buyers; 
compensation can be set at one-third the selling price 

of the discards and rejects. 


Attention must be given to using types of discards from 
good-quality raw materials such as good steel, rmst-proof 
steel, copper, aluminum and so on in order to produce 
valuable types of goods. 


Besides discards and rejects, a number of good-quality 
materials (approximately 5 to 10 percent) can be used in 
order to finish the goods. With these types of materials, 
such as materials used in production plans, the units must 
make plans and submit them to the ministry for approval. 


Concerning capital: An effort must be made to limit the 
use of investment capital; capital must be expended only 
for those things that are really necessary. Capital can be 
appropriated from the production expansion fund of the 
enterprise or borrowed from the bank. 





Concerning the sale of products: Based on the flexible 
principle of buying and selling directly at suitable prices, 
priority must be given to selling products to the home trade 
sector. The units must form a relationship with the local 














home trade sector in order to Sign sales contracts. Contracts 
can be Ssianed directly with the customers, and stalls to 
introduce and sell samples can be established, Items can 

also be sold directly to the workers and civil servants in 
and outside the unit and in and outside the sector at prices 
agreeable to both sides, 


Concerning accounting: Separate accounting must be organized 
to take in revenue and make disbursements. After expenditures 
have been deducted (the purchase of discards, rejects and 
fuel, depreciation, wages paid to workers and other items), 
the profits must be put into the welfare fund of the unit 
and not used in an arbitrary manner. 


The production of consumer goods from discards and rejects 
is a major policy of the party and state. The units must 
urgently organize the expansion of this and report to the 
ministry at the begianing of November 1979. 


In implementing this, the units must promptly report any 
difficulties and request the opinions of the ministry so it 
can solve the problems. The ministry must entrust the 
Institute of Economics and Building with the task of directly 
studying specific economic policies and procedures and 
entrust the department of machinery and equipment with the 
task of integrating and supervising things in order to 
support the satisfactory implementation of this directive.

SRV'S NGUYEN VAN KHANG DISCUSSES 1980 GRAIN PRODUCTION

[Talk by Nguyen Van Khang, vice chairman of the planning department of 
the Agriculture Ministry on plans and measures for increasing the 1980 
grain production--recorded; date not given) 


[Text] Comrades and friends: We have entered the 2d quarter of 1970, the 
last year of the 2d 1976-1980 5-year state plan, 


The Council of Ministers’ report presented at the sixth session of the sixth 
national assembly points out: In view of the current situation, while con- 
tinuing to implement the fundamental tasks of our country's revolution, our 
entire party, people and army must concentrate their efforts on carrying 

out the.three following urgent tasks set forth at the sixth plenum of the 
VCP Central Committee: 


1, Effectively mobilizing and organizing our entire army and people in 
developing fisheries and agricultural and forestry production, in boosting 
consumer goods production and in building a number of key bases for heavy 
industry to meet the requirements of these production tasks to help us 
satisfactorily meet the demands in grain, food and ordinary consumer goods, 
rapidly increase the export goods production and stabilize and properly 
meet the needs of our people's livelihood, 


2. Take the initiative and remain combat ready so as to smash all aggres- 
sors’ offensives, effectively defend the fatherland and better maintain 
social order and political and public security. 


3. Launch a seeting mass revolutionary movemet, continue to accelerate 
production, practice thrift, care for the people's lives and develop our 
strong points while resolutely overcoming the negative manifestations in 
society. 


Therefore, boosting agricultural production is one of our most pressing, 
primary tasks. To fulfill the 1980 state plan, we must satisfactorily 
implement many important economic tasks, of which the most important is to 








effectively boost agricultural production, We must primarily accelerate 
production of grain, foods and raw materials for industry and agricultural 
export products, 


Today, we are going to present to you, comrades and friends, only some of 
the features of the 1980 grain production plan and some of the major re- 
lated measures. As you know, the grain production norm set for the 1980 
state plan ie 15 million tons, including 12 million tons of paddy and 3 
million tons of secondary crop products in paddy equivalent--an 1l-percent 
increase over 1979, This is a compulsory norm that we must strive by all 
means to achieve, To this end, the Red River delta provinces must strive 
to increase grain production by 15 percent over 1970; eastern Nam Bo, 14 
percent; the Mekong River delta, 13 percent; former Zone 5, 15 percent; 

and Tay Nguyen, 1l percent, Comparatively, the Red River and Mekong River 
deltas must achieve the highest increase in grain production. Though we 
still lack material bases, our country's weather patterns are unpredictable 
and the Chinese aggressors are seeking to take advantage of our people's 
weaknesses; our entire party, people and army must do their best to produce 
15 million tons of grain for 1980, 


To produce 15 million tons of grain, a relatively high norm, we must display 
a spirit of self-reliance, fully exploit our entire country's potential, 
resolutely overcome the practice of relying on outside ®ssistance and 
supplies from higher levels, All districts, cooperatives and production 
installations must reassess their capabilities in labor, land and other 
material resources so as to achieve the highest possible grain production. 
State farms, state forests and other state-run production installations 
must fully exploit their land and labor potential for grain production. 
Cadres, workers and civil servants in state agencies must engage in grain 
and food production so as to be partially self-sufficient in grain and food 
and minimize the need for state's supplies. Besides, thrifty practices 
must be strictly carried out and attention paid to increasing economic 
efficiency and labor productivity. To fulfill the state plan, proper pro- 
duction norms and measures for implementing the plan must be devised and 
efforts must be made. In addition, appropriate trading activities and pro- 
duction incentive policies must be carried out so as to encourage production 
and better meet social demands, Practically, to fulfill and even overful- 
rill the set plan norm, we must extensively increase the food crop produc- 
tion acrearc in two ways: Multicropping and land reclamation. The 1980 
rice crop acreage must reach the 5.740 million mark--a 4.7-percent increase 
over 1979--with 1.735 million hectares for the 5th month-spring crop; 
670,000 hectares for the summer-fall crop...same acreage for 1979; and 
3.330 million hectares for the 1LOth-month crop [all figures as heard]. We 
must also carry out cultivation in all the fields left fallow last year in 
the southern provinces--about 150,000 hectares, We must increase the 
double-crop acreage--summer-fall and 10th-month crops and the winter-spring 
and 1LOth-month crops in the southern provinces as well as the winter-spring 
and 10th-month crops in the single-crop areas in the northern provinces. 
Meanwhile, we must open new lands for rice cultivation on an additional 
40,000 hectares, mainly in the Mekong River delta. 
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Since the implementation of the 1980 grain production plan, all sectors 

and localities have generally made great efforts, The state production 
incentive policy clearly has had a strong impact on production, However, 
adverse conditions still prevail: A prolonged drought lasted during the 
winter crop and continued well into the early part of the spring crop; a 
long cold spell has slowed down the cultivation of the spring crop. In 
addition, material supplies for agricultural production are inadequate-- 
insufficient power and fertilizer, Therefore, it is very likely that we 
will fail to meet the cultivated acreage norm set for the current 5th- 
month spring crop. This is owing to untimely rice transplanting, lack of 
fertilizer and inadequate care for the rice crop, which results in an 
uneven development of the crop. For the immediate future, we must urgently 
care for the crop, carry out weeding and mud shaking, apply more fertilizer 
and spray insecticides, particularly, for the belated rice, in order to 
achieve high rice productivity and a high volume of production. in addi- 
tion, we must wake necessary preparations for the cultivation of the summer- 
fall and 1Oth-month rice crops so as to improve yearly rice production in 
all three aspects: Cultivated acreage, productivity and volume of produc- 
tion, 


Wherever our army units are stationed, whether in the north or the south, 
they must positively help the peasants, cooperatives and production units 
harvest the winter-spring crop or care for the 5th-month spring crop. They 
must strive to overcome adverse weather conditions with human force. 


1 have just dealt with the rice crops. Let me now talk about the 1980 
secondary crop production plan, As you know, over the past 4 years our 
secondary crop production has increased substantially, with the 1979 figure 
nearly double that of 1975. In 1975 our secondary crop production was 1.353 
million tons in paddy equivalent. In 1979 the figure reached the 2.640 
million mark. During that period our troops have positively contributed 

to grain and food production. The 1980 planned cultivated acreage is 1.735 
million hectares--a 20-percent increase over 1979, In order to expand the 
secondary crop production for 1980 and subsequent years, we must expand 

the secondary drop cultivated acreage for the winter crop in the Bac Bo 
midlands and delta and in Thanh Hoa Province. We must grow ordinary crops 
along with easy-to-grow plants such as sweet potatoes, potatoes and kiaoliang, 
as well as plants that can both enrich the soil and increase the peasants’ 
income, such as soybeans. We must strive to cultivate the winter secondary 
crop on 40-50 percent or more of the 1Oth-month rice crop acreage. 


We think that in order to win great success on the agricultural front, all 
units of our People's Armed Forces stationed in the Bac Bo midlands and 
delta and in Thanh Hoa Province must make proper preparations right now to 
secure enough rice seeds and fertilizer. They must ask cooperatives to let 
them cultivate the short term 10th-month rice crop in the areas that the 
cooperatives do not have enough time and work force to cultivate, so that 
our troops can effectively participate in production during the winter crop, 








By doing so our troops certainly will win great success in the winter crop 
and will further enhance the overall winter crop production of our people 
countrywide, 


Regarding the northecn mountain provinces, our People's Armed Forces enjoy 
great advantages in fully utilizing the cultivable land for growing cassava, 
kiaoliang, and legumes while remaining combat ready, Regarding other areas, 
such as Tay Nguyen, eastern Nam Bo, the central Trung Bo's coastal area and 
former Zone 4, we must also create proper conditions for increasing the 
number of yearly crops and growing secondary crops over larger areas, 


However, multicropping and land reclamation are not the only necessary 
measures. In order to produce 15 million tons of grain, we must step up 
intensive cultivation and increase rice productivity in the entire food 

crop acreage, We must strive to further carry out intensive cultivation so 
as to increase the 1970 rice productivity by 90 kilograms per hectare com- 
pared with 1979; that is, the 1980 rice productivity must reach 21.5 quintals 
per hectare, To this end, we must use good strains of rice and secondary 
crop plants to suit each growing season and each region. We must grow 

short term, high-yield and insect-resistant rice strains over large areas. 
We must form high-yield rice seed farms and perfect the cultivation of high- 
yield rice. 


fo insure success in intensive cultivation we must make good preparations 
to secure sufficient fertilizer and continue to solve the water conservancy 
problem, 


In the northern provinces, we must build more small- and medium-sized water 
conservancy projects. We must resolve the problem of electricity, fuel 

and machine spare parts so as to develop the efficiency of existing pro- 
jects. We must manage well the use of water so as to have enough water 

for the winter-spring crop, avoid waterlogging for the lLOth-month rice 

crop and rapidly drain excess water to cultivate the winter crop in time. 


In the Mekong River delta provinces, we must simultaneously apply various 
measures--including having a sufficient supply of fuel for irrigation, 
zoning off cultivated areas, protecting ricefields from waterlogging, re- 
taining water and using irrigation for cultivation, desalinating marshy 
areas, building embankments to protect ricepaddies from salt water and 
properly using rainfall--for expanding the cultivated acreage. We must 
also motivate the local people to carry out intensive cultivation and 
practice using organic fertilizer. 


We still suffer from a serious shortage of fertilizer. To solve the 
fertilizer problem, one the one hand, we must strive further to overcome 
the difficulties in foodstuffs and accelerate stockbreeding to increase 
the hog population to the 10 million mark, Meanwhile, we must step up 
the movement to produce organic fertilizer and green manure, improve the 
orgonization of fertilizer production teams, devise a policy to encourage 
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families and cooperatives to better produce fertilizer and organize more 
azolla growing groups and fertilizer processing installations. On the 

other hand, the state will strive as best it can to import and produce non- 
organic fertilizer. To successfully fulfill the 1980 grain production plan, 
we must also improve the draft force by increasing the numbers of buffaloes 
and cattle for work and breeding. We must satisfactorily manage and develop 
the draft force while effectively utilizing the capacity of existing tractors. 
We must also perform well grain collection and management. 


Comrades and friends, in short, the tasks set under the 1980 state plan in 
general and the grain production plan in particular are very weighty. We 
have had and will continue to have many subjective and objective difficul- 
ties. However, as the party and state have pointed out, since we enjoy 
many advantageous fundamental political conditions and possess a large eco- 
nomic potential, we must develop these advantageous factors to overcome our 
difficulties. Unfortunately, all sectors, localities, production installa- 
tions and reproduction units still fail to fully exploit and utilize well 
many economic potentials in terms of labor, land, equipment and material 
and technical bases that have been built over the past years. Although our

HANOI BROADCASTS 10 DAY AGRICULTURAL REVIEW

[Agricultural review for the past 10 days] 


[Summary] During the first 10 days of April, peasants in the south concen- 
trated on harvesting the winter-spring rice. Meanwhile, by the end of March, 
peasants in the north had basically completed sowing the 5th-month spring 
rice. They are now concentrating efforts on weeding and fertilizing rice- 
fields. 


"It is noteworthy hhat last week the insect-infested rice area was reportedly 
much larger than in the previous week. In 13 northern provinces and cities 
alone, more than 500,000 hectares of rice have been ravaged by insects and 
the insect-infested rice areas in Thanh Hoa and Nghe Tinh were reported to 
have tripled and doubled respectively.'' These provinces are trying to pre- 
vent insects from spreading with the use of insecticide and other treatment 
measures, 


Last week there was a lot of rain. This helped reduce the number of drought- 
stricken areas and make the 5th-month spring rice develop favorably. 


"So far the southern provinces have harvested nearly 300,000 hectares of 
summer-fall rice or more than 40 percent of the sown area. Provinces 
with a relatively fast harvesting pace are Long An and An Giang which have 
succeeded in harvesting more than 80 percent of the rice area," 


Rice harvesting activities are being stepped up in various localities and 
the paddy output, though reported relatively high, is lower than that in 
the 1979 winter-spring crop. 


"According to the plan, the southern provinces this year will sow more 

than 630,000 hectares of summer-fall rice with the coastal Trung Bo 
provinces showing more than 140,000 hectares; the eastern Nam Bo provinces, 
more than 40,000 hectares; and the Mekong delta provinces, more than 450,000 
hectares," 
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So far these provinces have plowed more than 150,000 hectares of land and 
have sown more than 1,000 hectares of summer~-fall rice, 


"Along with sowing rice, last week localities throughout the nation planted 
an additional 110,000 hectares of vegetables, subsidiary food crops and 
industrial crops, thus bringing the total area of spring vegetables, sub- 
sidiary food crops and industrial crops planted so far to more than 1 
million hectares or more than 40 percent of the planned acreage." 


In addition to corn, manioc and potato, in this spring season a number of 
provinces have expanded the kaoliang area. But so far 10 northern pro- 
vinces have been able to plant only more than 5,000 hectares with Cao Bang 
planting nearly 2,000 hectares and Nghe Tinh planting more than 1,400 hec- 
tares. 


"Besides cultivation activities, last week localities continued to develop 
their hog population, Thai Binh Province has raised an additional 30,000 
hogs, bringing its hog population to more than 80,000."" Ha Nam Ninh Pro- 
vince and Hanoi continued to direct cooperatives to set aside more land 
for collective stockbreeding. 


In the period ahead, localities must satisfactorily carry out the following 
major tasks: 


1. Northern provinces must concentrate on weeding their 5th-month spring 
ricefields, applying more fertilizer to those ricefields recently saved 
from insect infestation, and spraying insecticide on insect-infested rice- 
fields; 


2. Mountainous provinces in the north must speed up the sowing of sub- 
sidiary food crops if the sowing schedule still permits. Vegetable growing 
centers around cities and industrial complexes must sow more short-term 
summer-fall vegetables and provide good care to existing vegetable areas; 


3. Plans must be formulated to protect suckling pigs and sows from disease, 
to raise more slaughte’ hogs in both collective and family-sideline sectors, 
to control epizootic d.seases and to prepare ponds to raise fish; 


4. Southern provinces must concentrate on quickly harvesting winter-spring 
rice, especially in areas frequently hit by floods, and must make necessary 
preparations for the summer-fall crop production. 

As the stormy-rainy season is drawing near, localities must strengthen 


river dikes and must make other necessary preparations against typhoons 
and floods.

REVIEW OF 1979 AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION

[Text] Dear comrades and friends: As we know, our armed forces' cadres 
and combatants have manifested great concern with the agricultural front. 
In fact, they have been actively participeting in agricultural production 
as well as economic construction in many forms, Every year they can turn 
out a fairly large quantity of azricultural products for their own consump- 
tion and they need only some grain and food products supplied by the state. 
Obviously, our armed forces have proved to be able in combat as well as in 
production, thus making those of us in the agricultural department more 
confident in their great abilities. 


Today, in my first talk, I would like to report to you some great features 
of our country's production in 1979, 


As you know, our people's struggle on the agricultural front in past years 
has been very fierce. We encountered numerous difficulties in implementing 
the 1979 state plan as a result of serious natural calamities in 1978, 
unfavorable weather conditions, such as prolonged and acute droughts in 
1979 that affected many areas, the war on the southwestern border and the 
invasion staged by the Beijing expansionists all along the northern border, 
the unstable supply of technical mater‘fals to the agriculture branch, the 
shortage of chemical fertilizers and insecticides and so forth. 


Despite this difficult situation, thanks to the concentrated leadership and 
guidance by the party Central Committee and government, the efforts by 
various sectors and echelons in the service of the agricultural branch, and 
especially the high spirit of struggle in productive labor by peasants 
throughout the country, our agricultural sector achieved greater many-sided 
results than in previous years. 


The outstanding results of 1979 can be summed up as follows: 
1. The planned cultivated area was fairly large. More than 8 million hec- 


tares were cultivated, showing an increase of more than 2 million hectares 
as compared with 1978 when the cultivated area was thus far the largest, 
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and of more than 1.8 mi ‘ion hectares as compared with 1975 when the entire 
country was liberated. | average, the increase was about 450,000 hectares 
per year, a significant, important achievement. The fairly rapld and 
continuous increase in the cultivated area was due to localities making 
positive efforts in recultivating fallow fields, opening virgin lands and 
increasing the number of crops. To date, some 500,000 hectares have been 
basically recultivated. In particular, the southern provinces reclaimed 
more than 520,000 hectares from 1976 to 1979, summer-autumn and winter- 
spring crops have been added in the south and the winter crop in the north 
has become the main one. All these crops have brought great economic 
benefits and opened favorable prospects for solving the grain and food 
problem. However, several millions of hectares of arable lands are still 
uncultivated. The coefficient of utilization of cultivable land still re- 
mains low. In particular, there is only one crop per year in many areas 

of South Vietnam, Therefore, the possibility of opening virgin lands and 
increasing crops remains very great. We must strive to create conditions 
for rapid y exploiting this possibility. This is an urgent task that we 
can properly implement. 


2. The yield of many crops was hi,.er than in 1978. In particular, the 
average paddy output per hectare was 2/70 kilos higher. Despite the un- 
favorable weather conditions and shortage of materials, this fairly high 
output could be achieved due to the greater progress made in applying 
intensive cultivation measures. For instance, new varieties of rice, 
especially the high-yield varieties and insect and disease-resistant 
strains, were used on a large acreage. More organic fertilizers were 

a, plied in 1979. In general, progress was made in keeping to schedule. 
The task of preventing harmful insect infestations and crop diseases was 
properly carried out to limit damages. Due to the fact that the cultivated 
area for rice and secondary crops was expanded and paddy output was higher 
than in 1978, the gross output of various crops reached approximately 

14 million tons, including 11.29 million tons of paddy and 2.64 million 
tons of secondary crops measured in terms of paddy, showing an increase 

of 1.68 million tons, or 13.7 percent as compared with 1978 when the 
increases in the output of paddy and secondary crops measured in terms 

of paddy were 1.5 and 1.6 million tons respectively. 


In 1979 the average per capita grain output was 27 kilos higher than in 

1978. This gross output was the largest as compared with those of previous 
years and with that in 1°76 which was more than 500,000 tons. Many locali- 
ties achieved a higher grain output than in 1978. In particular, the pro- 
vinces in the Mekong Delta harvested a fairly good crop with output 1 million 
tons higher than in 1978. As compared with 1975, the gross grain output in 
1979 was 2.54 million tons higher, showing a fairly rapid annual increase of 
3 percent. 


3, Hog production developed in all three state, collective and family 
sideline sectors. At the end of 1979, the hog population totaled 9.35 mil- 
lion head, showing an increase of 5.9 percent or 520,000 head as compared 
with 1978. Hogs in the state-operated sector increased by 72 percent, in 
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the collective sector by 14.5 percent and in the family sideline sector 
by 5.3 percent. In particular, the hog population of Thanh Hoa Province 
increased by 40 percent, of Haiphong by 44 percent and so forth. In the 
past it was noted that as a result of poor production in the preceding 
year, the hog population would further decrease. But the situation has 
changed. Despite bad crops in 1978, the hog population notably increased 
in 1979 instead of decreasing. This was due to the fact that localities 
had implemented the central government's resolution stating that 10 to 15 
percent of the cultivated area should be reserved for feed production. 

At the same time, the state had promulgated policies regarding hog-raising 
development and new prices. The raising of pork prices had a positive 
effect on animal husbandry development. HYowever, many localities failed 
to devote 10 to 15 percent of cultivated lands to the animal husbandry 
sector. If localities reserve sufficient land for feed production while 
insuring good breeders and satisfactorily carry out the veterinary task, 
the number of hogs and other domestic animals would surely be larger. 


Due to results achieved in various asnects of production, the gross agricul- 
tural output value for 1979 was 10.3 percent higner than in 1978, the value 
of crop production increased by 10.2 percent and that of animal husbandry 

by 10.5 percent. 





Apart from these results, some new progress was achieved in other aspects of 
agricultural production. The material and technical bases of agriculture, 
including irrigation projects, machines, cuttings, saplings, state farms 

and so forth continued to develop, thus creating new production capabilities 
in support of agriculture. Technical research projects were concluded 

and applied to production widely and successfully as regards a number of 
high-yield rice strains and silkworms, good hog breeders, anti-newcastle 
disease medicine and so forth. 


New production relations in agriculture were consolidated and developed. 
Agricultural cooperatives in the north moved forward in improving managerial 
work. The movement to emulate the Vu Thang and Dinh Cong cooperatives was 
expanded. The number of advanced and good cooperatives increased. The 
number of weak and poor cooperatives decreased as compared with previous 
years. The rural cooperativization movement in the south continued to 
expand in the form of agricultural cocperatives and production companies 
which were in general properly organized. 





implementing the Sixth Party Central Committee Plenum ress’ution, in 1979 
our state promulgated many new policies regarding agricultiive. These 
included policies regarding the use of land, prices of collected and 
purchased agricultural products, distribution of products in agricultural 
cooperatives, determination of grain obligations to the state, development 
of hog, buffalo and cattle raising and so forth. These policies were 
substantially consistent with the aspirations of our cadres and peasants 
and were welcomed with enthusiasm and confidence. As a result, production 
was encouraged, the winter crop expanded and hog raising developed. 











Dear comrades and friends: Despite numerous difficulties, the aforesaid 
results and progress in agricultural production in 1979 revealed our party's 
and state's concern for the agri¢ultural sector, our people's great efforts 
and our armed forces’ positive contributions. The results achieved in 
production and the progress made by the agricultural sector in 1979 opened 
new prospects and created a basis for the sector to steadily advance in 
coming years. 


Although the results achieved in agricultural production in 1979 were 
better than in previous years, we still did not fulfill all the plan norms 
set for land reclamation, the sending of laborers to new economic zones, 
the production of agricultural products for export and so forth. There 
were many reasons for our failure. Objectively, the difficulties I have 
mentioned affected the plan implementation. But subjectively, we had many 
shortcomings. Noteworthy was the fact that the drafting of agricultural 
plans was in practice not done from the grassroots level upward. As a 
result, the set norms were unsuitable and could not be fulfilled because 
there were no available necessary conditions for insuring their prompt 
fulfillment. Production plan norms were not fulfilled and, in general, 
management of the collection, purchase, circulation and distribution of 
grain in particular was not carried out properly. Meanwhile, our popula- 
tion increased rapidly and our production still failed to meet the very 
great needs for grain and food products to guarantee the people's living 
conditions, national construction and combat readiness to protect the 
fatherland. 


In the past we had to import a fairly large volume of grain annually. We 
still must import grain, proving that the grain problem remains difficult. 


Last year, because of serious natural calamities and enemy-caused disasters, 
a part of the population in a number of mountainous localities in the north 
and former Zone 4 was short of grain and food during the preharvest period. 
While the northern border provinces were concentrating efforts on winter- 
spring crop production, the Beijing expansionists' attacks caused heavy 
damage in many aspects. In particular, more than 100,000 tons of grain 
were lost and tens of thousands ot domestic animals wece killed. In former 
Zone 4, nearly 100,000 tons of grain in Nghe Tinh and Quang Binh provinces 
were destroyed by natural calamities. 


As you know, solution of the grain problem remains a particularly important 
and urgent task for Vietnam as well as other countries in the world. Many 
nations are still facing difficulties, although they are concentrating 
efforts on solving the problem. 


Vietnam has an underdeveloped agriculture, a dense population and less land 
devoted to agriculture than other countries of the world--1,300 square 
meters of land per capita. Solving our grain problem has become more diffi- 
cult and complicated because of our poor material and technical bases, 

the serious damage caused by a prolonged war and unfavorable weather condi- 
tions over past years. Moreover, because our agricultural production has 
not yet undergone vigorous changes and has not been perfected, the supply 

of raw materials for our industry and agricultural products for export 


cannot be insured. 
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In the current and coming years we must highly concentrate all effoice on 
solving outstanding problems, especially the grain problem. We are firmly 
convinced and hope that, while fulfilling their combat readiness task to 
firmly protect the fatherland, our armed forces will actively cooperate 
with our party and all the people in achieving many successes on the 
agricultural front.

HANOI CARRIES REVIEW OF AGRICULTURAL ACTIVITIES 
BKO21020 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 1300 GMT 1 Apr 80 BK 
[Review of agricultural activities for the past 10 days) 


[Summary] “By the end of March, the entire country had completed the cul- 
tivation of winter-spring rice. According to the General Statistics Depart- 
ment, all localities throughout the country have sown or transplanted over 
1,65 million hectares of winter-spring rice, representing more than 94 per- 
cent of the planned norm, with the southern provinces accounting for more 
than 650,000 hectares." 


After completing the sowing and transplanting work, ‘he northern provinces 
have concentrated on caring for the rice-plants and weeding and aerating 
the ricefields. Thai Binh and Hai Hung provinces and Hanoi have completed 
the first phase of weeding on more than 70 percent of their rice areas, 
while such provinces in the mountainous region as Quang Ninh and Bac Thai 
have completed the first phase of weeding on only 30 to 40 percent of their 
rice areas. To overcome the fertilizer shortage, the northern provinces 
are also stepping up the processing of organic fertilizer. Thai Binh, 
Vinh Phu and Thanh Hoa provinces have applied an average of more than 6 
tons of fertilizer to each hectare of rice while the other provinces have 
been able to secure only 4 to 5 tons per hectare. 


"Due to drought since the beginning of the crop season, the more than 70,000 
hectares already transplanted to rice are presently subjected to water 
shortage. Those provinces affected by drought are still continuing to save 
their rice by using baling buckets, water wheels and electric and oil- 
operated pumps to irrigate the ricefields." 


All localities are also intensively inspecting their ricefields to detect 
and prevent the presence of insects and diseases harmful to riceplants,. 
Thanh Hoa Province has promptly stamped out rice blast which has appeared 
in certain areas while Hai Hung, Thai Binh and Ha Nam Ninh provinces have 
also adopted necessary measures to protect rice against this disease. 


"To date, the provinces in the Mekong River delta region have harvested 
winter-spring rice on more than 50 percent of the cultivated acreage while 
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the provinces in gone 5 have just entered the harvesting season, beside 
reaping the LOth-month rice, these provinces are urgently securing seeds 
and other materials and plowing land in preparation for the cultivation 

of summer-fall rice, Tien Giang Province has formulated plans for sowing 
and traneplanting more than 80,000 hectares of rice in thie year's summer- 
fall crop season, an increase of 5 percent over last year," 


Apart from caring for the winter-spring rice, last week the northern pro- 
vinces planted another 90,000 hectares of subsidiary and industrial crops, 
bringing to nearly 950,000 hectares the total area grown to these crops. 
This, however, shows only a very samll increase over the same period last 
year. Meanwhile, despite the fact that the winter-spring cultivation season 
is already over, the southern provinces have been able to fulfill only 

more than 23 percent of the planned norm for subsidiary crops. 


"Beside crop cultivation, some immediate problems have also been solved in 
animal husbandry over the recent past. After the Tet holidarys, Vinh Phu 
Province has raised another 20,000 hogs and Ha Bac Province has increased 
the number of hogs raised by cooperatives by more than 20 percent over 

last year, while Thai Binh Province has produced enough hogs to make up for 
the number slaughtered for food earlier." 


However, the recent outbreak of epizootic diseases in certain localities 
has killed a relatively large number of hogs. These localities are now 
mobilizing all available means to completely stamp out all epizootic pockets. 


In the days ahead, we must concentrate on satisfactorily carrying out the 
following main tasks: 


l. Im the north, all provinces must concentrate efforts on caring for the 
Sth month-spring rice against crought and harmful insects and diseases. 


2. The northern provinces must continue to quickly grow all kinds of sub- 
sidiary and industrial crops which the cultivation season still permits. 
Meanwhile, the southern provinces should not grow winter-spring subsidiary 
crops any longer but switch to summer-fall subsidiary and industrial crops 
instead, 


3. As for animal husbandry, it is necessary to make up for the numbers of 
hogs slaughtered for food or killed by epizootic diseases over the recent 
past, adopt measures to regulate the number of breeder piglets among locali- 
ties, insure enough grain for the processing of animal feed, and promptly 
stamp out all epizootic pockets, 


4, All provinces in the south must further accelerate the harvest of winter- 
spring rice and draw up plans for the fulfillment of the grain obligation to 

che state while making preparations for the cultivation of summer-fall rice. 

Northern provinces must also secure enough crop seeds, especially rice seeds, 
for the LOth-month crop season.

During conditions in which our country still has many 
difficulties, thepeople who manage the worksites and the 
workers must satisfactorily organize living conditions, 
education, physical education and sports and wholesome 
recreational activities and ensure that everybody at the 
worksite is engrossed in labor, work and study. 


The worksite leaders must, together with the trade union 
organizations and the youth and women's organizations, 
constantly follow production, keep in touch with the

INDUSTRIAL WASTE--Hanoi, 4 Apr--In recent years, many factories of the 
Vietnam chemical industry have designed their own equipment to make full 
use of industrial waste for the production of raw materials for industry 
and consumer goods. The Lam Thao phosphate fertilizer plant in Vinh Phu 
Province, one of the biggest fertilizer plants in Vietnam, has produced 
ferrous oxide for the paint and rubber industries from dust accumulated 

in the process of producing sulphuric acid. The Ha Bac fertilizer plant 
has produced basic chemicals to supply glass and soap factories and other 
industries from discarded gas containing ammonium carbonate and methane. 
Methane is also recovered and used as cooking fuel for 1,000 families in 
the factory, and as fuel for the thermo-electric furnaces of the factory's 
engineering department. The Sao Vang rubber factory has produced 15 kinds 
of consumer goods such as rubber roofing sheets, rubber bricks and rubber 
table tops from waste materials.
